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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 
(From our own Correspondent.)

Hilaire would have placed him is quite 
and he nobly refuted all accusation ; 
but it does not follow that the general par 
excellence is fitted to be the republican Dic- 
tator of France, or that he has really any 
better chance of election now than before his 
very forcible and, I believe, very honest ad- 
dress. In fact, Louis Napoleon is more ardentl 
supported than ever; for the friends. of order 
“s* begin to see in any form of republicanism, even 
the most moderate, the seeds of insecurity, and 
the utter hopelessness of arriving at a gem- 
blance of ancient prosperity. 
The alliés of Cavaignac are making the most of 
his triumph on Saturday. They have ordered a million 
of copies of his speech to be struck off, and distributed 
throughout the country, at the expense of the Asso- 
ciation Démocratique, It is still, however, very 
questionable whether all these mancuvres will exer- 
cise any great influence on the result of the election 
as his personal unpopularity is still ag « great a fact” 
asever, Lamoriciére, as Minister of War, has openly 
declared that the country must not expect him or his 
party to assist in quelling any disturbances which may 
arise if Louis Napoleon be elected; and, although he 
has since tried to modify his expression into an 
assertion that he would ‘not take office under the 
Prince, yet the avowal which crept out through the 
crevices of his wrath shows the animus of the entire 
Algerine Opposition clique. 
The flight of the Pope from Rome, and a reported 
victory by Cabrera at Artes, are the chief subjects of 
Conversation in Paris this afternoon. The former 
intelligence was brought by a courier who left Rome 
on the 19th, and is positively ‘announced in the 
Univers. It was also confirmed in the National 
Assembly, although there had been no official notifi- 
cation of the event. The wonderful prophecy made 
by Fleming, in the year 1702, nearly a century and a 
half ago, foretold the French Revolution of 1789; that 
the Papacy would then receive a severe blow through 
the sides of the French monarchy; and that the fiual 
overthrow of the Pope would take place in the year 
1848, pad he said there was a possibility that 
the Pope of Rome might linger in the Vatican 
(completely shorn of his power) until the close of the 
century. 
It is positively understood in Paris that on the elec- 
tion ofPeings Louis Napoleon a Cabinet will be formed 
‘of the friends of M. Thiers, and that the Government 
will at once pass into their hands, 
The Democratic and Socialist banquet of the wine- 
dealers of the Banlieue, at two franes a head, was 
held at Dourlan’s restaurant, Barriére du Roule. 
Seven hundred persons were present. Invitations 
were sent to all the representatives of the Montagne 
Gs Seven of them attended, namely, Messrs. Le- 
dru Rollin, Joly, Brives, Martin Bernard, &c. M. 
Ledru Rollin rose and said—* Citizens, [ thank you 
in my own name and in the name of all my colleagues 
for your invitation of us to this meeting, The whole 
of the Montagne would have been present if it had not 
been necessary for those who are absent to attend in 
their places atthe National Assembly, in performance 
of an absolute duty ; not being able to dispense with 
taking part in a debate upon an important question 
which is to be this day agitated, on one of the Trost 
sacred rights of man, that of defending his honour 
against odious calumny. The Montagne has been 
kept away by another duty, also not less Stave; for at 
the sitting of to-day a debate may arise from, which 
May result the proof that- when, by an Mexplicable 
conduct, a man has arrived at power—when,,by praq- 
tices and influences which may not be avowed, he has 
usurped power-—recourse may be had, in order to pre- 
serve that power, to disgraceful means, Here one 
of the guests exclaimed aloud, ‘“ That is not true!” 
A great many cried, “ Turn him out; turn him out!” 
And, finally, it was only by turning out the Opposition 
that Rollin was permitted to remain and continue his 
oration to the end. It must be obvious from this 
little ** speciment,” as Sam Weller says, that unity 
is a dead letter among the revolutionary party in 
France. 
Pretty doings in the French National Assembly ! 
M. Felix Pyat having apostrophized M. Proudhon on 
his systematically voting against the Montagne, and 
receiving an offensive answer, struck hi in the face 
with his open hand, which M. Proudhon returned with 
a violent blow with his fist!! ‘The friends of M. Pyat 
wrote to one of the journals to say that they had 
called out M. Proudhon, who says that he has had 
his satisfaction, and will neither give nor ask for any 
more ! 
The Archbishop of Paris has addressed a pastoral 
etter of great earnestness to the clergy of his diocese, 
commencing thus :—‘* Our soul is plunged in grief, 
The church suffers in its chief. The capital of the 

ristian world is a prey to factions, Blood has been 
Shed at home, even in the palace of our well-beloved 
Pontiff, Pious IX. ‘The Vicar of Christ has com- 
menced his passion. He is drinking from that bitter 
Cup of ingratitude which he foretasted on the day when 
his magnanimous soul resolved to effect by contidence 
and love the east of his country. The father 
of the liberty of Italy is, perhaps, at this moment no 
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longer at liberty himself. The events which have en- 
sanguined Rome, and clothed in mourning the whole 
Catholic world, are not yet fully known. But we do 
know enough of them to be able to judge of their 
gravity, We know enough to cause our tears to flow, 
and feel the necessity of putting up our prayers to 
God. He holds in his hands the hearts of all men. 
May he enlighten the blind, repress hatred aud ani. 
mMosity, appease civil discord. and confound the plots 
of the wicked. These plots are vast and covered with 
darkness !” 

One word more. Two meetings have taken place, 
avowedly of the friends of Prince Louis Napoleon. 
The first, in the evening, at the Salle Valentino-in the 
Rue St. Honoré. The other just outside the Barriére 
Fontainebleau. At the meeting in the Valentino 
not fewer than 5000 were present. Huzza! for the 
Prince!

WOMEN ABROAD AND AT HOME, 
Conscious that an element existed in society in 
which lay dormant, or but partially active, a spirit 
whose mission it was to refine and strengthen the 
social morality ; to create anew what had been so 
ill put together that it worked the defeat of its 
own object; to break down long-standing, invete- 
rate prejudices, which for centuries had set nations 
and men struggling against one another—struggling 
against themselves, in fact, and their interests, in 
the trucst and only true sense of that word: we 
have constantly declared that this element would 
never be brought forth in full development until 
women were called from their homes; not to 
neglect them, but to give the virtues, the intelli- 
gence, and energy which were confined there, a 
wider operation, a better field for their utilities, It 
was in this spirit that we urged the interference of 
that sex in all matters of a charitable nature, and 
hailed every ladies’ committee, or ladies’ asso- 
ciation, for the purposes of benevolence asa step 
in the right direction. We desired, moreover, that 
the education of the poor of this country should be 
committed to female hands. Natural instincts 
point these out as the proper depositories of such 
a trust; morality and religion speaking with more 
winning emphasis from the lips of women, and 
the relation betwixt the adult woman and youth 
of either sex being linked with the tenderest emo- 
tions of nature, Not to depreciate the efforts of 
male teachers, we cannot at the best, as a general 
rule, refer the discharge of their duties to a higher 
principle than the conscientious one of doing what 
they have becn hired to do, With women, on the 
contrary, we look to their natural constitution for a 
guarantee that the work of tuition will be a labour 
of love, for the most part. We should not think 
of dreading a tyrant, or relying for the due per- 
formance of their task, as on the conscience of a 
hireling, 

But it may so have happened that our views 
have been mistaken. Some apprehend, pe 
that we desire to call women into public political 
matters which go further than mere charitable 1 
educational exhibitions.

MOTHERS AND PAUPERS, 

We presume it is not necessary to insist upon the 
truth that, although men and women have fallen 
into misfortune, they have yet a claim to be re- 
garded as beings of the same nature with boards 
of guardians and relieving officers ; subject to the 
same necessities, requiring something like the same 
sort of support, and, in a word, not yet deprived of 
the feelings of human beings, nor unworthy the 
syinpathies of their fellow-creatures. We have 
got further even than this, in our day, so far as 
theory is concerned ; and we now admit that the 
right of the pauper, male or female, to be fed—not 
like a beast, but like a human being—is as inde- 
feasible as the right of the Monarch to her crown. 
But this only holds good in theory. In practice, 
we are loth and yet compelled to declare that 
paupers are very much of a nuisance, in the eyes of 
poor-law authorities at all events. If the rate- 
payer feels for their sufferings, and hands out his 
per-centage for their relief with the cheerful de- 
meanour of a Christian, the guardian and relieving 
officer, or master of the workhouse, quickly change 
the character of the concession. Passing through 
their hands, the tribute.is only arrived at by force 
of a squeeze; and wherever an opportunity occurs 
of withholding it altogether without defying de- 
cency—and sometimes even making that defiance 
—it is seized with a.zeal which renders the con- 
dition of a pauper and the penalties of a work- 
house the most miserable state of human existence 
and the greatest triumph of human cruelty, 

But if we are called upon to admit the necessity 
of being inhuman—a necessity not the fault of cir- 
cumstances but of men—let us protest, at all 
events, against the exercise of brutality towards 
the nursing mother and the child who is nourished 
at her breast. Of all the horrible things which we 
have heard told and proved against the adminis- 
trators of the poor-laws—and their name is Legion 
—we have not heard of anything which much out- 
strips a certain device for maintaining the autho- 
rity of a workhouse master, upon which the master 
himself, or the guardians of St, Pancras, or both, 
have hit. . We are quite ready to understand how 
a body of unfortunate persons, animated by the 
pride of independence, which the poorest of us 
feels, are likely at times to show something short 
of the best possible of tempers; to be less cheerful, 
less willing, and less manageable than is agreeable 
to masters and guardians. And we are the better 
capable of understanding this when we consider 
that in a vast number of workhouses their misfor- 
tunes do not plead for them to the humanity of 
their governors, but procure them insult and bru- 
tality instead, But how is this ungovernable spirit 
checked when it rears its head in the workhouse 
in St. Pancras? Why, if the insubordination 
breaks out in the nursery ward, where mothers are 
suckling their children, they are compelled to 
undergo what may be fairly termed a species of 
Starvation, ‘The excess of nourishment which the 
nursing pauper is allowed beyond others is cur- 
tailed; that is to say, the child’s allowance is cut 
off, and both it and the mother, m consequence, 
are denied that food which even the master and 
guardians of St, Pancras conceive essential to their 
lives. F . 

Now, we have many times wished and urged 
that parish matters could be so arranged as to 
admit the interference of women—their supervision, 
at all events, of the female wards of the workhouse 
_—-since nothing ean be more senseless and, in fact, 
improper than that the poor mothers of a parish 
should be condemned to the care of a body of men 
who have proved themselves, by the sufferance of 
the practice we have mentioned, to be utterly un- 
worthy of their trust and incapable of its honest 
discharge. What, let us ask, is the additional 
allowence of food which the mother pauper re- 
ecives in consideration of the child she has to 
nourish? ONE PINT oF BEER IN THE DAY! And 
the master has the discretion, by permission, con- 
nivance, or culpable neglect of the board of guar- 
dians, of stopping that allowance whenever he is so 
inclined, Who will deny that a discretion go large 
und so inhuman is a disgrace to the parish and the 
country in which it is suffered to exist? But 
would public sympathy be shocked from time to 
time by these relations, were some portion of the 
parish funds intrusted to the administration of 
intelligent, religious women, capable of appre- 
ciating the wants and sufferings of their sex, and 
generous and just enough to teel for them?

DEATH OF VISCOUNT MELBOURNE 

We regret to announce the demise of the above 
nobleman, of whom we prefix a porrrayy, His 
lordship expired at six minutes after six o'clock on 
Friday evening (last weck), retaining conscious- 
ness up to the last. The following relations were ?

countess Palmerston, Lord and Lad Beauvale 
the Hon. Mrs. George Lamb, and Miss Cuyler. 
The noble deceased had been attacked about three 
weeks or a month since by what was considered a

DEATH OF THE RIGHT HON, CHARLES 
BULLER, M.P. 


We are sorry to announce the demise of the above 
gentleman, in the prime of life. Mr, Buller died at an 
early hour on Wednesday morning, at his residence in 
Chester-place, Pimlico, from the effects of low fever 
supervening on an operation which the honourable 
gentleman underwent a few days since. The deceased 
was the son of Mr, Charles Buller, formerly in the 
civil service of the East India Company. He was 
educated at Cambridge, and while at that university 
was one of the principal supporters of the Union De- 
bating Club. Having been called to the bar in 1830, 
he was returned to Parliament for the family borough 
of West Looc, subsequently disfranchised by the 
Reform Bill. Mr. Buller had no seat in the first 
Reform Parliament; but at the general election in 
1832 he was elected without opposition for Liskeard,

Which he has since continued to represent. On the 
late Earl of Durham being appointed Governor-General 
of Canada, Mr. Buller accompanied that nobleman to 
North America in the capacity of chief secretary. In 
June, 1841, he was appointed, by the late Viscount Mel- 
bourne, Secretary to the Board of Control; and on 
Lord John Russell taking office as Premier he was 
appointed Judge-Advocate-General. This latter office 
he relinquished some few months since, on his appoint- 
ment as President of the Poor-law Board. During the 
whole of his public career in the House of Commons 
Mr. Buller invariably supported Whig measures, and 
in him that party has lost a valuable coadjutor. Mr. 
Buller’s premature demise will be deeply regretted by 
a large circle of friends. A vacancy in ne representa- 
tion of Liskeard is caused by the death of the hon, 
member.

7s, 6d., 
in crown and half-crown pieces, turned black 
from age. The hovel was then searched, and 
in an upper room two hempen bags were found, 
containing a large quantity of pence and half- 
pence. Brown was formerly a nut hawker, 
and has always been considered miserably poor, 
He is now in the Leeds workhouse.

Rome,—‘ After the exact interval of five hun- 
dred years,” remarks the Times, ‘ the recollections of 
the elder Kepublic again visit and madden unfortunate 
Rome She dreams of democracy and power. A 
Pontiff, whose chief crime has been his excessive 
anxiety to give her the blessings of constitutional 
government and social liberty, after a rapid snecession 
of disappointments, has just seen his Prime Minister, 
patron, and friend murdered one day—his private 
secretary the next—his palace taken by a savage mob, 
chiefly consisting of the Civic Guard he had himself 
granted to the city—every friend and adviser expelled, 
and a Government established with which he can have 
nothing to do, except to protest against the use of his 
name, The following letter from Rome, dated the 
15th inst., confirms the account of Count Rossi’ 8 assas- 
sination which we announced last week ;—* I hasten to 
inform you of the assassination of Count Rossi, the 
Premier and Minister of Finance here. The Chamber 
of Deputies was to open this morning at one o clock, 
and a large crowd was consequently collected at the 
Palazzo della Cancelleria. On the staircase were 
dda ung men who had been volunteers in the 

Roman eas fighting against the Austrians, When 
Rossi ascended the stairs they began to hiss him, at 
which he smiled; whereupon one of them came for- 
ward and stabbed him in the breast or lower part of 
the neck. He fell and died instantly. This is un- 
doubtedly the result of a conspiracy, of the existence 
of which Rossi was jn part aware, as he had posted 
strong bodies of police near the Chamber.’ The Alba 
of the 17th inst, contains the following account of the 
murder of M. Rossi:—‘ Rome, Nov, 15.—The Minister 
Rossi has been murdered at the bottom of the staircase 
of the Chamber of Deputies, Yesterday he held a 
review of the corps of Carabiniers, to taunt the people, 

_and inthe evening was heard to say, ‘I will give them 
a warm reception.”’ He caused posts of carabiniers to 
be established in the interior of the city, which greatly 
exasperated the people. A vast crowd had accord- 
ingly collected before the Legislative Palace to hoot 
him. When he alighted from his carriage hisses were 
heard, and M. Rossi imprudently laughed in the face 
of the people. A man then rushed upon him, stabbed 
him in the throat with a knife, and he expired a few 
minutes afterwards in the apartments jof Cardinal 

azzoli. All this is official. ‘The assassin is not 
known,’ Our letters from Rome of the 16th inst, an- 
nounce that on that morning a lamentable insurrection 

roke out in that city. Ateleven o’clock an immense 
multitude, composed of the populace, the Civie Guard, 
hog troops of the line, and Carabiniers assembled in 
te Cheat del Popolo, and thence they proceeded to 
anon the >, of Deputies to demand of them to insist 

P © ¥ope’s appointing a democratic Ministry, 
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and that he should make certain concessions. The 
deputies marched in procession with the mob to the 
Pope’s palace. His Holiness replied, by Cardinal 
Saglia, that he would reflect. The populace, not being 
satisfied, sent the deputies forward a second time, to 
whom the Pope replied in person, that he would not 
grant anything to violence. In the meantime the 
Swiss and Papal Guards drove back the people, who 
then rushed on the sentinels and disarmed them. The 
Swiss then retreated into the interior of the palace, 
threatening to fire on the people and on the troops, 
who advanced without arms. The people then threat- 
ened to set fire to the gates of the palace, when the 
Swiss fired on the mob, and acry of ‘To your arms!’ 

was instantly raised. ‘At three o’clock the générale 
was beaten; the troops and Civic Guards assembled 
and maintained a fire against the Swiss until five 
o’clock. At six o'clock the Quirinal was completely 
invested by 6000 Civic Guards and troops of the line, 
and cannon was placed against the principal entrance, 
A deputation was again sent to the Pope with the wlti- 
matum of the people, giving him an hour to return an 
answer, telling him, in case of refusal, that the palace 
should be stormed, and every soul in it, exeept himself, 
should be put to death. The Pope finally sent for the 
Advocate Baltetti, to whom he announced that he con- 
sented to accept ‘the following Ministry :—-Mamiani, 
Foreign Affairs; Galtetti, the Interior; Lunati, Fi- 
nance; Herbini, Commerce and Public Works; Cam- 
ello, "the War Department; Abbé Rosmini, "Public 
nstruction, with the Presidency of the Council; Serini, 
Justice, And, with respect to the other demands of 
the people, the Pope submitted to the derision of the 
Chamber of Deputies. Amongst the killed was Car- 
dinal Palma, the Pope’s secretary, who was shot 
through the head.” 

EXPULSION OF THE Pops FROM Rome, — The 
Paris Univers, which is generally a good autho- 
rity, says that it learns from a good source that a 
courier, who left Rome on the 19th ult. .» and arrived 
on Monday in Paris, has brought intelligence that the 
Pope had lett Rome ; ; but this has been subsequently 
contradicted. The greatest excitement was produced 
in Paris by this news, and several representatives waited 
on General Cavaignac to induce him to take measures 
in favour of the Sovereign Pontiff. The Archbishop 
of Paris and the Bishop of Langres have also been 
with General Cavaignac, supplicating the aid of France

cerned at the misfortune, and gave the strictest orders 
for the care and attention of the unfortunate individual 
at their expense. 


_ Sarpwreck Anp Loss OF Lire.—Last week, 
in the morning between four and five o'clock, the brig 
Seawitch, of London, John Henry Freeman, master 
from Sierra Leone, with a cargo of African oak an 
ground nuts, was totally wrecked in Pontifex Bay, on 
the north-west coast of Guernsey. Owing to the long 
continuance of cloudy weather no observation had 
been taken for several days, nor had lights been seen 
either at Scilly, the Lizard, or Portland. The change 
of the wind, co-operating with the powerful indraught 
in the gulf in which Guernsey is situate, drove the 
vessel towards the coast. The vessel on striking 
recoiled, when a wave carried her into a trough of 
rocks, and she almost instantly was broken in halves. 
The master and seven men, who were on the after 
part, were swept away by the fury of the waves and 
wind, and perished. ‘The three men who escaped were 
in the bows, where they remained till daybreak, when 
they were rescued, the tide having left the fore part 
of the wreck high and dry. Part of the cargo, together 
with two small boxes of gold-dust and some jewellery 
have been recovered, and taken charge of by Mr. 
upper, the agent for Lloyd’s. ‘The bodies of the 
eight drowned men have also been found and taken 
to the Grandes Rocques barracks, and every attention 
has been paid to the three survivors of this deplorable 
shipwreck, 

A Sure Run Down at Sea.—Last week a 
collision happened off the coast of Norfolk, between 
the Tower and Winterton Light, a few miles northward 
of Yarmouth, by an unknown vessel running down the 
schooner Ann and Jane, belonging to Shields, The 
schooner was lying at anchor close in shore, Shortly 
after five o’clock in the morning the watch on deck per- 
ceived a brig in ballast bearing down upon them from 
the southward. ‘Che man endeavoured to hail her, but 
apparently no one was forward, and almost immediately 
the brig came on, striking the schooner with tremendous 
force amidships, and cutting ber down to the water’s 
edge. The brig contrived to extricate herself directly 
after the collision, and the master of her, instead of 
bringing his vessel up and rescuing the crew of the 
foundering schooner, bore away with all despatch to 
the northward, and was soon out of sight, The schooner 
filled speedily and sank, the master and three of his 
men having just time to escape from their berths and 
rush up the rigging as the vessel went down, They 
clung to the maintopmast, and after remaining there 
several hours were saved by the crew of the Norfolk 
of Shields, which lowered a boat and took them off, 
lhe remainder of the schooner’s crew, three in number 
went down in the vessel and perished, ‘The survivors 
have been taken on to Shields. As yet the name of 
the brig has not been ascertained. She is stated to be 
about 14 or 1 keels burden, and had painted ports, A 
large reward has been offered for the name of the vessel. 
The schooner and her cargo are insured in the Union 
Assurance Association. None of the bodies have been 


’ discovered. 


CoLLIsIon on THE BRIGHTON AND Sour 
Coast Raitway.-—A collision took place on this line 
on Monday, A goods-tram which had left Brighton 
at half-past six for Portsmouth was stopping at the 
Kingston station, about three miles from Brighton, 
when a passenger-train, which left Brighton at five 
minutes past seven, came Up, and, though the stop 
signals were exhibited and a red light waved to in- 
timate imminent danger, the train ran into the goods- 
train with great violence, smashing some of the 
carriages of the latter. Several of the passengers were 
hurt by the shock, and some bled, but none sustained 
serious injury. ‘The line was strewed with the wrecks 
of broken carriages, and two hours elapsed before the 
traffic could be resumed, John Pemberton, the driver 
of the pagssenger-(rain, was apprehended and brought 
up before the magistrates sitting at the Townhall, 
Brighton, and charged with misconduct.

orwegian Government were strongly urged by the 
scientific of that country to work the mine at the ex- 
pense and for the benefit of the state. The operations 
were commenced and prosecuted with vigour, and for 
a considerable number of years this mine has annually 
yielded to the Government of Norway a much larger 
revenue than the price which could not previously be 
obtained in England for the mine itself.

M. Faland has, 
during the last week, presented to the French Aca- 
demy of Sciences, as the result of his discavery-— 
Ist. A specimen of the fecula of the horse-chestnut 
despoiled of all bitterness, and very white. 2nd. Bread 
prepared with one pert of this fecula and three of 
wheaten flour. 3rd, Biscuits prepared exclusively 
with this fecula for common use. And he summed

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION 
AND DRESS. 
As the period is now approaching when even- 
ing dresses will be required, 1t may be as well if 
we give the description of another, in addition to 
that which accompanies the illustration in this 
day's paper.

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OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 
The Diamond and the Pearl, By Mrs. Gore. 
3vols. Colburn. (First Notice.) : 

We shall in this, our first notice of Mrs. Gore’s 
new work of fiction, avoid any detailed criticism ; 
and shall confine our brief observations to the merits 
of the style—a particular in which this lady has 
always been considered eminent. For our own 

arts we must candidly aver that in many of her 
ormer works Mrs. Gore’s peculiarities in this 
ualification have given us anything but pleasure, 
Baeticak and flippancy were carried to so ex- 
travagant a length that we began to ask ourselves 
if the writer was in earnest; an when we looked 
into high life, and compared her pictures with 
the originals, we saw no correspondence whatever. 
Nevertheless, the artist was there, and is still 
there ; and we are happy to perceive that know- 
ledge of human character and quickness of pene- 
tration into motives, and an earnest desire to scout 
the mere artificialities of life, are no longer over- 
laid by unseemliness or, rather, “ fastness” of 
Manner, 

There is a matured quietness in these volumes 
which well exemplifies the improvement to which 
we allude, and which will be obvious in the follow- 
ing opening chapter, as far as we quote it :— 

‘* Sir George Downham, the proprietor of one of the 
pleasantest seats in the county of Suffolk, was a man 
endowed with so liberal a share of worldly advantages 
that nothing could be less easy to account for than the 
discontented cast of his countenance and sarcastic 
turn of his mind. 

* Like too many others, he was the victim of inordi- 
nate pretensions. Much as Providence had made 
him, he wanted to be more. His deceased father, Sir 
Jeremiah, having cultivated as a virtue in this his only 
son the point of character in which the youngster most 
closely resembled himself, all that had been done for 
him by education was effected through the stimulus of 
vanity. At school~at college—‘ Distinguish yourself, 
my dear boy, distinguish yourself, and you will make 
me the happiest of men! was still and éver the cry of 
Sir Jeremiah. 

** Thus encouraged, young Downham had distin- 
uished himself. Before he quitted Eton he had made 
imself a name; and at Cambridge honours succeeded 

to prizes, and the plaudits of his father to both. Great 
things were augured of him, and the dons of the 
senate-house looked big when they pronounced his 
name, Young Downham would doubtless embark in 
public life, where they predicted that a brilliant career 
awaited him. The same interest which had procured 
a baronetcy for the father would probably procure for 
the promising son a Government borough and place. 

“ But, though Sir Jeremiah was more than satisfied 
with the plumage and flight of the eaglet of his hatch- 
ing, he was constantly urging him to fresh exertions 
by taunts not altogether to the taste of the young 
wrangler, When alone with bis son he did not scruple 
to remind him of a fact which he would have repudiated 
with indignation had it been brought to his own recol- 
lection by the urgings of some over. familiar friend.

Dearn or A FrmMatn Convicr From 
STARVATION, — GrioucestTeR. — A female prisoner 
confined in the Gloucester County Prison for stealing 
wearing apparel, having been convicted at the last 
assizes and sentenced to six months’ imprisonment 
died last week. An inquest was held on the body 
before Mr. Lovegrove, coroner, when the foliow- 
ing facts were elicited:—The deceased, whose name 
is Fanny Pritchard, was in August last sentenced to 
six months’ imprisonment with hard labour, which in 
Gloucester gaol generally consists in washing and 
ironing. At that time she appeared in robust health ; 
but in the course of a month she became very violent, 
abstained from food, and threatened to destroy her- 
self. She afterwards became ill, and was a hon 
from hard labour, and was allowed to keep her bed in 
her cell; but she ecntinued very violent, and partially 
abstained from food, On the l4th of November she 
threw the contents of a bucket on the floor of her cell, 
and was in consequence put on bread-and-water diet 
for three days. The nurse stated that on the first of 
the three days she did not serve the deceased with any- 
thing ; on the second she had bread and water, and on 
the third gruel and bread. Two days afterwards she 
became much worse, and was still violent. She was 
removed by force to another cell, became daily weaker, 
and died as before stated, Mr, Hicks, surgeon to the 
gaol, deposed that_ the deceased had been on hospital 
diet about five weeks, and that he had ascertained that 
she had digested very little food. He was of opinion 
that she had died from exhaustion, caused by the 
small quantity of food which she had for some time 
past existed upon. The jury thereupon returned a 
verdict ‘That the deceased had died by the visitation 
of God, caused by abstinence from necessary food.”

LADY ROSSLYN’S TRUST. 

Vicr-CHANCELLORS’ Courts.—(Before the Vice-Chan- 
cellor of England.)—This petition stood for judgment upona 
question under the Accumulation Act. The late Lady Rosslyn 
(the widow of Lord Rosslyn, by whom the Aecumulation Act 
Was introduced, in consequence of the decision in the Thel- 
lusson case) invested in 1817 a sum of money in the Three per 
Cents., upon a trust for accumulation, declared by a deed, 
during the joint lives of James and Jane Campbell, and, if 
Jane Campbell were the survivor, upon trust for her, and 
after her death upon trust for their daughter, Charlotte 
Campbell, on her attaining twenty-one or marrying. Lady 
Rosslyn died in 1825. James Campbell survived till 1847.— 
Mr. Burdon appeared for the cestique trust; Mr. Craig contra.— 
His Honour said this was the first time sueh a question was 
raised upon adeed. But the same principle must guide the 
court as had been applied in cases of wills. His honour then 
stated the language of the act, and the decision of Lord Eldon 
in Griffiths v. Vere; and his honour held that the limitation 
was good for so much of the joint lives as had expired during 
the life of Lady Rosslyn; the excess was void, and the ac- 
cumulation after Lady Rosslyn’s death belonged to her estate. 

RUSSELL v, PHILLIPS. 

Courr oF QureEn’s Buncu, Westminster, Nov, 28.—The 
defendant in this aetion, Sir Thomas Phillips, had purchased 
certain manuscripts, the property of the Rey, — Thorpe, for 
the sum of £5000 and upwards, and had given his acceptances 
for the amount. Having paid upwards of £4000 upon this 
account a3 the bills became due, he at length repudiated all 
further liability, alleging that he had been imposed upon. 
The plaintiff then sued the defendant upon one of the bills 
Which remained unpaid, and declared against him as the 
acceptor, ‘lo this the defendant pleaded a special plea that 
he had accepted it “on condition of its being renewed until 
the 28th of November, 1844; without this, that he had 
accepted it as alleged in the declaration. At the trial, which 
took place before Lord Chief Justice Wilde, the plaintiff 
obtained a verdict, subject to the opinion of this court upon a 
special case. The substantial question raised was, whether 
the plaintiff could recover upon this biil, in the present form 
of action, which was affirmed by the plaintiff, but denied by 
the defendan'.—Mr, Fortescue, for the plaintiff, contended 
that an acceptance might be absolute, conditional, or qualified, 
as to time, place, and mode of payment.—Mr, Pashley, for 
2 the defendant, contended that the defendant had aright to 

attach any qualification to his acceptance which he pleased, 
and the court woult carry it out fully in his fayvour,—Lord 
Denman said the court would consider their decision.

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NO, XII.—ST. GERMANS CHURCH, 
CORNWALL.

The borough of St. Germans is pleasantly situated 
near a branch of the Lynhec creek, on the ascent of a 
hill; and is onl remarkable on account of its ancient 
cathedral church, and the seat of the Earl of St. Ger- 
mans, which stands on the site of a priory. The church 
was originally conventual, and was annexed to the 
priory, which, according to the most ancient records, 
was founded by King Athelstan, and dedicated to St. 
Germans, Bishop of Auxerres, in France. The yearl 
revenues of this priory were valued in the twenty-sixth 
of Henry VIII, at £143. 8s. Tts site was granted by 
that monarch to Catherine Champernoun, ohn Ridg- 
way, and others, All the tithes belong to the hes 
and Chapter of Windsor, who allow a small salar 
the officiating clergyman. The west front of St. ae 
mans Church has two towers, both of which, at a 
former period, have been oc tangular ; the upper part 
of the southern tower is now square ; the northern one 
is nearly enveloped in ivy, which gives it a romantic 
appearance. Between the two towers is the ancient 
entrance, which is a fine, highly ornamented, circular 
arch, receding. There are four pillars on each side, 
having plain square bases and capitals: the pillars are 
contained within semicircular niches; the arch is com- 
posed of seven mouldings, besides an ornamented 
band, which surrounds the whole, and is terminated 
at either end with a projection resting upon the 
capitals of the outer pillars. Over the arch is a pedi- 

ment, with a cross at the top, within a circle; on each 
side of the pediment is a small pointed window and 
above these are three narrow semicircular windows, 
The interior of this edifice, which consists of a nave and 
two aisles, is well worthy of observation, from its an- 
tiquity and the multiplicity of its embellishments, The 
north side is divided from the nave by five short thick 
columns, each of them connected by a low arch, with 
a semi- -column opposite to it in the wall: all the capitals 
of the columns are square and highly sculptured, In 
that part now used asa chancel is an ancient seat, 
called the Bishop’s Chair, The episcopal see for 
Cornwall was fixed here about the year 981, and _con- 
tinued till 1050, when Leofric, Bishop of Crediton, 
united both bishoprics in the Church of St, Peter, at 
Exeter. Being an idler, I have acquired a habit of 
roaming about the world, and fixing my abode for a 
time just where fancy directs me; the pleasure of ex- 
ploring and taking a sketch of the Church of St. Ger- 
mans detained me in its neighbourhood ; I had, there- 
fore, quietly settled myself in a pretty farmhouse, 
within a short distance of the church; and a sweet 
vernal nook it was, with its limpid stream running 
close past the garden. It was a romantic spot that 
might have been called the Fairy Glen; and, had not 
the march of intellect banished all those delightful 
little fairy folk, the creatures of imagination, from this 
earth, I might have had a wild romantic legend to 
relate instead of a mere tale of the present times; but 
such as itis I offer it to my Siete and trust their 
good nature will lead them to sce less faults than I am 
myself fully aware it possesses. The scenery around 
was full of pastoral beauty, and, anxious as I was to 
delineate its sylvan charms, | was obliged to defer it 
for a time on account of the extremely wet weather, 
which had continued for some days. After making 
several fruitless attempts to ramble out with 5

d and azure, professing to 
‘imitate the heroes and heroines who watched over
